Outstanding Issues on Final Report

- Revisiting Recommendation 29 — proposal from Office of
Planning to change from 1 mile to %2 mile

Revisiting Proximity Preference

CURRENT Recommendation 29 (Proposal 12): Provide students who live
1 mile or greater walking distance from their zoned DCPS elementary
school with a proximity priority for out of boundary placement to a DCPS
elehmelntary school that is closer than their assigned in-boundary DCPS
school.

OP Proposed Recommendation: Provide students who live .5
miles or greater with a proximity priority for out-of-boundary
placement to a DCPS elementary school that is within .5 miles.

Concerns Raised with Current Recommendation:

—1 mile does not align with standard District planning metrics for
walkability. Standard walkability metric is .5 miles.

—Changing to .5 miles acknowledges that this is the metric of
choice for walkability and supports families who are zoned for
schools over .5 miles.
